With $8940 in Coun- 
terfeit Money by Se- 
cret Service.

Rudolph Brown of East Alton 
and Ivan C. Bess of the 7200 
block of Bruno avenue, Maple- 
wood, were charged today with 
possession of counterfeit $10 bills 
in warrants issued by United 
States Commisisoner H. 
Gamble. Secret Service agents 
said the men had bogus bills 
with a face value of $8940 in 
their possession when they were 
arrested. 


Both men were accused of 
concealing the bogus notes with 
intent to defraud. Brown was 
charged with having 49 of the 
bills and Bess with having 44. 

Garry W. Stigall, special] agent 
in charge of the United States 
Secret Service here, said the 
men were arrested Saturday in 
Florissant. Stigall said Secret 
Service agents found 850 bills in 
Brown’s possession and 44 in 
Bess’s. 

Number of Bills Passed. 

Similar bills were passed in 
several Midwestern states in the 
last two months, Stigall said, but 
the amount of bogus money in 
circulation is not known. Bess 
admitted he recently returned 
from a trip to southeast Mis- 
souri and Arkansas, where he 
passed a number of the bills, 
Stizall said. 

The equipment allegedly used 
to print the bogus money was 
found in the basement of a farm- 
house at Dorchester, Ill., about 
30 miles northeast of St. Louis. 
Stigall said agents from _ the 
Springfield office confiscated |

about $5000 worth of equipment, | 


which he termed 
quality.” 

Brown, who is 30 years old, | 
has admitted counterféiting the 
bills, Stigall said. He told agents 
that he was in the process of 
switching from manufacture of 
bogus money.to bogus checks 
and had printed some counter- 
feit McDonnell Aircraft Corp. 
payroll checks. 

Outstanding Defect. 

Stigall said the counterfeit 
bills are not considered decep- 
tive. The most outstanding de- 
fect, he said, is that the hair of 
Alexander Hamilton, whose face 
is on the bills, is lighter in color 
than on a genuine bill. 

The notes are on the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Chicago and 
have front plate numbers of 
G301 and G421. Stigall requested 
that persons who have bills of 
that description get in touch with 
the Secret Service. 

So far as is known, he said, 
about’12 of the bills were passed 
in the St. Louis area. He de- 
clined to give further details.

stress the use of normal diplo- 
matic channels — rather than 
summit meetings — in tackling 
major foreign policy problems, 
the State Department said today. 


The announcement came as 
Mr. Kennedy met with his top 
foreign policy and defense ad- 
visers in a strategy session On 
foreign affairs problems. 


The White House session began 
at mid-morning. It was to resume 
after a recess for lunch. Those 
attending were headed by Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk and 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara.

terday. 


Letters outlining the transit 
company’s reasons for opposing 
the steps were sent Saturday by 
John C. Baine, president of Pub- 
lic Service Co., td City Traffic 
Commissioner Ellis C. Henry Jr. 


Henry announced last week 
that he planned to designate 
Franklin one-way westbound and 
Delmar one-way eastbound, ef- 
fective May 1. Henry suggested 
that Public Service Co. substi- 
tute busses for the streetcars on 
the Hodiamont and Wellston 
lines so the tracks in Franklin 
could be removed. 

In his letter to Henry, Baine 
said the transit company would 
be “‘willing to initiate the change 
you request” if the city would 
reduce its transit tax, eliminate 
service cars and relieve Public 
service Co, of the obligation of 
repaving track areas when they 
are abandoned. 

Points to Gilman Survey. 

Baine noted that the company 
had made a similar proposal to 
the city a year ago and that the 
traffic survey by W. C. Gilman 
& Co. had suggested elimination 
of municipal transit taxes and 
service cars. 

If the city does not wish to 
make the concessions proposed 
by Public Service Co., ‘‘we 
should be allowed to amortize 
our investment in streetcar prop- 
erty to the end of its useful life,”’ 
Baine said. 

Another problem created by 
Henry’s plan, Baine said, ‘is the 
lack of a suitable alternate bus 
route for the Hodiamont line, 
which operates almost one-half 
its length on private right of 
way.” 

He pointed out that the com- 
pany had suggested last January 
that the city pave the right of 
way for the transit firm. 

Baine urged further discussion 
of Henry’s plan and said: 

“If and when street cars are 
to be discontinued on these 
routes, the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission, which has juris- 
diction in these matters, will re- 
quire. a hearing. 

Wants Compensation. 

“At that time a showing must 
be made that the proposed sub- 
stitute plan is capable of ade- 
quately meeting the needs of the 
transit riding public. In addition, 
the company will be obliged to 
request appropriate compensa- 
tion for the losses that it would 
incur.”’ 

He told Henry that it was 
“‘unreasonable to expect us to 
scrap several years of remain- 
ing useful life of (streetcar) 
equipment and to invest over $1,- 
000,000 in substitute bus equip- 
ment just to help clear up the 
current traffic mess at Veterans 
Bridge.”’ 

Henry had said that making 
Franklin and Delmar one-way 
streets would relieve congestion 
at Veterans bridge, where the 
two streets terminate, as well 
as speed the flow of traffic in 
the downtown area. 


As to Henry’s proposal to dis-” 


continue center-lane loading of 
express busses in Washington, 
Baine said it would “result in 
substantial inconvenience to the 
thousands of rush-hour transit 


riders who use Washington ave- | 


nue daily. 


“If we are forced to place the. 


express busses in the curb lane | 
along with the locals, the speed | 
of both would be decreased by | 
about 25 per cent.”

Dr. Dooley Buried After Eulogy 
And Pontifical Mass at Cathedral

A. Dooley, the 34- 
year-old St. Louis physician who 
brought modern medical prac 
tices to Laos and other remote 
regions of the world. A Pon- 
tifical Mass was conducted by 
the Rev. Leo C. Byrne, auxiliary 
bishop of the St. Louis Arch- 
diocese. 


Funeral

In a 25-minute eulogy, the Rev. 
George T. Gootwald, administra- 
tor of the Cathedral, paid tribute 
to Dr. Dooley’s ‘‘dedicated spirit 
and unselfish motivation.” 


“It would have been easy for 
him to take the comfortable way 
of life as a physician in the 
city,”’ he said. ‘Instead he went 
to minister to the needs of the 
sick and undernourished in far 
southeastern Asia because he was 
a man fully conscious that his 
ability as a physician was given 
to him to serve God 


“He was a quick-witted Irish- 
man, jocose on the surface, but 
underneath was a_ dedication 
with an utter and complete self- 
lessness.”’ 

A large crowd attended the 
service and many of the mourn- 
ers followed the casket to the 
cemetery 

Dr. Dooley then was buried in 
Calvary cemetery beside his 
father, Thomas A. Dooley Sr., 
and a brother, Earle Dooley. 

Senator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.) of Missouri also eulo- 
gized Dr. Dooley today in a 
speech to the United States Sen- 
ate. He said the physician was a 
native of Missouri and was ‘‘also 
one of those rare Americans who 
was truly a citizen of the world.”’ 

‘He treated the sick in jungle 
villages,” Symington said. ‘‘He 
built hospitals, he found time to 
write three books and he toured 
this country raising money to 
support an expanding group of 
hospitals and medical facilities 
in the less fortunate nations of 
the world.” 

Before the services began, @ 
representative of King Savang 
Vatthana of Laos delivered to) 
the Dooley family a posthumous | 
award for Dr. Dooley’s work in 
helping bring modern medicine 
to the Asian country. 

The award, highest honor Laos 
can give a non-citizen, Was pre- 
sented by Kuom Panyam, Lao- 
tian minister of telecommunica- 
tions.

Officials and representatives 
of MEDICO, the world-wide 
medical organization which Dr 
Dooley helped found, attended 
the funeral. Expressions of 
condolence continued to come 
from - persons throughout the 
world. 

Among the mourners was Dr. 
Peter Comanduras, co-founder 
of MEDICO and now its secre- 
tary-general. He said the death 
of Dr. Dooley was an ‘“‘over- 
whelming tragedy’’ for the or- 
ganization, which was founded 
only three years ago. 

‘The work must go on,” he 
said: ‘“‘The men and women of 
MEDICO will continue to light 
the candle of science and com- 
passion in the dark corners of 
the world where disease and 
suffering still prevail.” 

In addition to Kuom ‘Panyam, 
the Government of Laos was 
represented by Sissouk Na Cham- 
passak, Ambassador to the 
United Nations, and Tiantethone 
Chantharasy, charge d'affaires 
in Washington. 

An honor guard representing 
all the United States armed 
services marched beside the cas- 
ket as it was carried from the 
church to the hearse. The guard 
also marched beside it at the 
cemetery.

The panel will be headed by 
Calvert Magruder, retired chief 
judge of the United States Court 
of Appeals for the First Circuit. 
The other members are Dean 
Jefferson B. Fordham of the 
University of Pennsylvania ‘law 
school and Prof. Bayless Man- 
ning of Yale law school. 


The establishment of the spe- 
cial ethics panel is an attack on 
the awkward problems raised 
by existing statutes and con- 
gressional attitudes. Men serving 
in the Federal Government are 
required to give up many stock 
holdings, but the standards are 
neither clear nor consistent. 

A White House press release 
said the panel ‘“‘has been asked 
to recommend approaches to 
strengthening the conflict of in- 
terest laws so as to maintain 
the standards while, at the same 
time, not unduly impairing the 
effectiveness of agency and de- 
partment operation or the re- 
cruitment of qualified person- 
nel.”’ 

The leading study of the con- 
flict of interest problem was a 
report issued a year ago by a 
committee of the association of 
the bar of the city of New York.

dition our new geriatrics unit 
which will be occupied soon. 
Both of these items were cut 
out. 


“We have 150 mentally dis- 
turbed children, more than half 
the 252 in all the state mental 
hospitals.

Evidence of 
this is that of our total expendi-

Alternative to Two Chinas 

There is a good case for an al- 
ternative to the two-Chinas solution 
of the Far Eastern dilemma — 
namely, the creation of an in- 
dependent Republic of Taiwan, 
ruled not by the Chinese National- 
ists but by the native Taiwanese. 

By reason of their historical ori- 
gin and their long separation from 
the mainland, the 9,000,000 Tai- 
Wanese are a people sufficiently 
distinct to be entitled to -<self- 
determination. The 2,000,000 Na- 
tionalists on Taiwan were not in- 
vited. They seized Taiwan and are 
governing it as a province of the 
China which they have lost. The 
provincial Taiwanese government 
has no effective voice. All signifi- 
cant decisions are made by the 
self-imposed Nationalist regime. 


Under self-determination, the 
refugee Chinese would have no 
claim to overlordship; they would 
have an 18 per cent voice in de- 
termining Taiwan’s future, If an 
independent republic were estab- 
lished by free plebiscite, they would 
have the choice of remaining as 
citizens or returning to China. 
Those not acceptable to either 
country could be given asylum else- 
where. 

There is reason to believe that a 
majority of the Taiwanese and even 
many of the Chinese exiles would 
welcome such a solution. Chiang 
Kai-shek and his ruling clique 
would object. But can a ruler who 
has Jost his country expect his for- 
lorn hopes to stand forever as a 
roadblock to peace? 

The writer suggests that there 
are four conditions upon which the 
United States might sponsor a pro- 
posal of this sort: 


1. Peiping’s acceptance of the 
Taiwanese people’s right to self- 
determination, which would not 
preclude their voluntary return to 
Chinese sovereignty, although this 
would appear unlikely. 

2. Peiping’s reaffirmation of its 
1955 Bandung pledge to renounce 
force and to refrain from interfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of others. 


3. Peiping’s acceptance of mem- 
bership in the United Nations and 
of a commitment to co-operate to- 
ward halting the arms race and 
toward the achievement of univer- 
sal disarmament under adequately 
enforced world law. 


4. Taiwanese agreement that, 
pending the achievement of univer- 
sal disarmament, an independent 
Republic of Taiwan would accept 
neutralization under United Na- 
tions protection. 

No one can foresee Peiping’s re- 
action to this proposal. But what- 
ever Peiping’s reaction, the pro- 
posal would command the respect 
of world opinion. Having made it, 
the United States would no longer 
be in danger of isolation and hu- 
miliating diplomatic defeat.

This is the time of promise. The transfer 
of power from President Eisenhower to Presi- 
dent Kennedy has taken place without a 
hitch. The new Administration has plunged 
at once into the tasks. that will occupy it for 
the next four years. Mr. Kennedy has moved 
promptly to implement a campaign pledge 
by ordering an expansion of the federal food 
distribution to the needy. There is a feeling 
in the country that the curtain is rising on 
new things. 

In this period of hope and anticipation it 
would be well for the nation to examine a few 
fundamental principles and consider whether 
in the rush and pressure of recent years we 
are holding firm to the ideals on which this 
country was founded. Mr. Kennedy, in his 
inaugural address, made the point that the 
“revolutionary beliefs for which our forebears 
fought are still at issue around the globe... 
we dare not forget today that we are the 
heirs of that first revolution.”

It is easy to forget, and that is why it is 
both timely and appropriate to recall, as 
Marquis W. Childs is doing in a series of 
Post-Dispatch articles, the basic precepts of 
the Bill of Rights, and specifically of the First 
Amendment. No one who reads the news- 
papers is unaware of the postwar controver- 
sies involving this amendment, which guar- 
antees freedom of religion, speech, press and 
peaceable assembly. 

A review of the First Amendment is im- 
portant at this time because the White House 
is now occupied by a young man who is 
determined to lead and whose leadership 
could spell the difference between a closer 
adherence to the rights of the individual as 
opposed to the power of the state, and a re- 
treat from that ideal. It is doubly pertinent 
because the Attorney General, who has a key 
role in the field of civil rights, is the Presi- 
dent’s brother. 

President Kennedy cannot, of course, abol- 
ish the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee or the Senate Internal Security Sub- 
committee, or machinery in some of the states 
that has brought about infringement of civil 
liberties. But in the course of time he can 
help establish a national climate that will 
promote reforms where they are needed to 
correct abuses. There has been little White 
House leadership in this field for eight years. 
Mr. Eisenhower, though a man of humani- 
tarian impulse, sought to avoid the con- 

troversy a firm stand would have entailed.

In discussing the divisions on the Supreme 
Court Mr. Childs observes that “the central 
issue is whether the individual has a right 
to privacy in his beliefs and his associations, 
or whether ... this is overbalanced by the 
right of the state to preserve itself against 
the threat of the Communist conspiracy.” 
Supporters of civil liberties take the position 
that if the protection of the Constitution can 
be withdrawn in the case of a few individuals, 
regardless of their unpopularity, it can be 
withdrawn for all. It is not only the indi- 
vidual who can be destroyed by the abroga- 
tion of a Constitutional guarantee; it is ulti- 
mately the law itself. 

There will be occasions when President 
Kennedy will have the opportunity to make 
his position known, from comments on the 
news of the day, to legislative proposals, to 
the probable opportunity of naming Supreme 
Court justices. Mr. Kennedy is regarded as 
a man who does his homework. We hope that 
he has done it, or will do it, in this profound- 
ly important field. He cannot give the final 
answer to the ancient problem of liberty 
versus restraint, but he can move positively 
in the right direction. . 


To Narrow the Merger Issue 


We have serious doubts whether within 
the present constitutional framework it is 
humanly possible to draft a city-county 
merger plan that would be acceptable in 
both jurisdictions. It may be. But one thing 
seems reasonably certain: the fewer the side 
issues the better. And that suggests that 
Charles F. Vatterott Jr.’s merger committee 
ought to consider what can be done now to 
keep the school question out of any merger 
plan. 

The 1958-59 Metropolitan Freeholders, of 
which Mr. Vatterott was chairman, was told 
quite plainly by its counsel that an inevitable 
byproduct of merger was a requirement that 
St. Louis’s politics-ridden School Board absorb 
the 27 individual school districts in St. Louis 
county. The law in effect said that where the 
city’s boundaries go the city’s school district 
also goes. 

How county voters would react to such a 
proposition is a question, of course; we would 
hazard the guess that their answer would 
be a thunderous No. But why take that 
chance? Why not try to persuade the Legis- 
lature to amend the law so that the school 
districts would stay put under merger or 
any of its euphemisms such as a “borough” 
or “municipal county’? There are sufficient 
technical and emotional hurdles inherent in 
the merger concept without taking on any 
that are unnecessary. 


_ Europe’s Challenging Progress 


Since the first of the year Europe’s Common 
- Market—the Six—has become more real for 
+ non-members. On Jan. 1 it substituted a com- 
mon external tariff schedule for those previ- 
ously maintained by member governments. 
Over all, this gives its domestic industries a 


., 80 per cent advantage, and agriculture a 25 


per cent advantage. 

The establishment of the common external 
tariff, however, is bound to lead to new agita- 
tion among the non-members for a working 
agreement with the Six or even joining them. 
So far, Common Market authorities have 
shown that they want to increase trade even 
with outsiders. Yet if their integrated econo- 
my were to slow down, they might take a 
more protectionist position. 

Aside from such an untoward development, 


there is the fact that economic integration of 


the Six, originally expected to take from 12 
to 15 years, now is scheduled to be completed 
in eight years. In spite of some foot-dragging 
by Gen. De Gaulle, the other five governments 
also are pushing political integration. The 
supranational European Social Fund already 
is improving employment opportunities, as- 
sisting in the free movement of labor and 
raising standards of living. It is meeting the 
problems of automation by retraining and re- 
settling workers, and by providing funds to 
tide over those te displaced. Not 
concerned only with changes incident to the 
establishment of the Common Market, it is 


planning a number of regional redevelopment 
programs. All this is proof that Europe's 
new way of economic life, to say nothing of 
its new political orientation, is well beyond 
the theoretical stage. It is a reality of grow- 
ing dimensions to which Sthers will have to 
adjust their more old-fashioned ways. 


No Easy Way Out 

The initial reaction to Gov. Dalton’s budget 
suggests efforts to break it. Several. state 
agencies are unhappy with their allotments. 
Several legislators are unhappy with the Dal- 
ton tax proposals which, if not accepted al- 
together, will not even support the allotments. 


Anticipating trouble, the Governor has or- 
dered department chiefs to support his budget 
before legislative committees. But what he 
can do about the legislators is another matter. 
Some of them may be tempted to seek the 
easy way of avoiding special taxes by trying 
to increase the sales tax. 

Each of the Dalton tax proposals may 
arouse opposition from particular groups. This 
is obvious in the case of increasing cigarette 
and beer and liquor taxes, or in putting a 
sales tax on gasoline exempt from the gas 
tax. Some business organizations even op- 
pose income tax withholding, which does not 
raise taxes but only collects them more fully. 
But what lobby is there against the sales tax? 
It hits everybody, and for everybody there 
is no special lobby. 

A higher sales tax may be needed some 
day, but it ought-to be a last resort. Mr. Dal- 
ton’s tax proposals offer a minimum of reve- 
nue increases to meet incontestable require- 
ments. Withholding would assure that near- 
ly everyone pays his income tax. A cigarette 
tax rise can be justified, not only because 
cigarettes are a non-essential, but also be- 
cause Missouri’s levy is lower than that in 
any of the 45 states which tax cigarettes. Beer 
and liquor taxes here also are comparatively 
modest. 

For the coming biennium Missouri can in- 
crease state spending from general funds by 
the very considerable amount of 30 per cent 
on the basis of limited tax increases. All the 
Legislature has to do is to stick to the Dalton 
budget. But that budget admittedly will not 
sustain the higher level of spending beyond 
two years. Then the state will have to con- 
sider new sources of revenue, perhaps in- 
cluding a higher sales tax. 


Fortunately, the Governor has proposed a 
new commission of legislators and citizens 
to study the tax structure and suggest im- 
provements in the future. The legislators 
themselves seem responsive. If the Legisla- 
ture is going to create a tax study, it ought 
to wait for the results before detouring into 
grandiose tax schemes—and meanwhile back 
the Dalton budget. 


For Algerian Peace Talks 


The French Cabinet — obviously speaking 
with Gen. De Gaulle’s approval — has replied 
cautiously yet sympathetically to the an- 
nouncement of the Algerian rebel govern- 
ment’s readiness for peace talks. And this 
has brought from the rebels a further com- 
ment: “It is a question now of the French 
government passing from declarations to 
acts.” 

Despite the convincing French vote for 
peace on Jan. 8, De Gaulle is moving with 
the utmost circumspection. Prudence is a 
virtue, but so is boldness in its proper time, 
A relaxation of tensions is reported in 
Algeria. There, as in France itself, the ir- 
reconcilable opponents of peace seem to have 
fallen into a deep frustration, realizing that 
they have neither the leadership nor the 
power to set themselves against De Gaulle. 


So it is to be hoped that he will move more 
decisively toward talks preliminary to a de- 
cision by the Algerians as to their future. 
There can be n~gotiations really only with 
the government-in-exile. Its prime objec- 
tives are the minimum recognition necessary 
for such talks, and assurances of fair elec- 
tions. So why not resume the talks broken 
off last summer? Procrastination will bear 
only bitter fruit. 


A School Board’s Program 


The objectives of the St. Louis School 
Board’s legislative program are, with one 
possible exception, reasonable, meritorious 
and of very long standing. They also are most- 
ly anathema to the Democratic ward groups 
that own the city’s House and Senate delega- 
tions in the General Assembly. This suggests 
that chances of putting over the program 
are hardly rosy. 


Taking the exception first, there is doubt 
about the proposed constitutional amendment 
permitting school bond issues to be approved 
by a simple majority of those voting instead 
of two thirds. The case for change rests on 
the St. Louis Board’s three consecutive fail- 
ures to pass a $29,595,000 building and fire- 
safety bond issue last year. But it can be 
argued that the two-thirds requirement is a 
reasonable safeguard against imprudent bor- 
rowing, and that recent bond issue failures 
in St. Louis reflect a lack of confidence in the 
politically-orientated Board, rather than an 
inherent fault in the two-thirds rule. 


Much less questionable is the bill, now being 
revised by a Board committee, that would 
give the Board power to set up a merit sys- 
tem for non-teaching employes, especially the 
proviso permitting the Board to adopt its 
own merit-system regulations. We would hope 
that this “home rule” principle also would be 
applied to the Board’s reorganization or “unit 
control” bill. The reorganization proposed 
by a Board committee moves toward unit 
control all right, but we see no reason for 
embedding a particular organizational chart 
in the St. Louis school statute. 


Two other state-imposed hobbles also need 
to be removed. A constitutional proposal 
would raise from 89 cents to $1 the portion 
of the school levy that can be set by the 
Board without voter approval. It is designed 
to prevent any possible loss of state aid under 
the Foundation Program, which requires a 
local levy of $1 for participation. Every other 
urban and suburban district in Missouri now 
is permitted the $1 ceiling that St. Louis 
‘seeks. | 

A second hobble in state law is the require- 
ment that the St. Louis system must main- 
tain and make use of an architectural divi- 
sion, even if superior work at less cost can 
be obtained from other sources and even if 
there are new schools to be built or not. . No 
other school district is saddled with this cost- 
ly and politically-inspired rule, and the law 
that makes St. Louis the exception ought to 
be repealed.

For the last year all of us have been 
shocked by the increasing belligerency 
of the Castro regime in Cuba, and I 
suppose we have been disillusioned by 
what appears to us to be the turning 
away of former friends—the Cuban 
people.

In the past we have leaned over 
backwards so as not to interfere in 
the internal affairs of any nation with 
whom we had relations. We may have 
even used this policy as an excuse for 
doing nothing when we should have 
moved. Through our own success in 
helping all our people up economi- 
cally, the citizens of many underde- 
veloped nations—if they are friendly 
to us—look to us to help them make 
similar progress. 

And so, I think we simply must find 
a formula in the future to insure that 
governments that we assist are also 


trying their best to assist their peo- 
ple toward better lives and more op- 
portunity. This is the big thing that 
we forgot to do with Cuba. The idea 
of the better life, the redistribution 
of land, the adequate taxing of the 
rich and privileged class—all have tre- 
mendous appeal to those poor and 
hungry people who represent the ma- 
jority of the Cuban citizens, 

I think we have a duty wherever 
we are assisting an ally or friend, to 
assure ourselves that the government 
of that ally is dedicated to improving 
the lot of the average citizen. The 
government should represent the will 
of all of the people and should be 
chosen, wherever feasible, by popular 
and secret ballot. If we do not work 
towards these things, we are not play- 
ing fairly with the concept of freedom 
upon which our country was founded,

An Inbred Hatred 


“The Defeat of John Hawkins” ap- 
proaches the novel from the stand- 
point of character development, set- 
ting, and a plot rising to a brilliantly 
dramatic climax. But beneath the 
conscious artistry of the author lies 
solid historical substance, especially 
Williamson’s studies of Hawkins and 
Conway’s publications and manuscripts 
about Hawkins’ men. More than mere 
broadening of the title, the subtitle 
indicates the second dimension of the 
book, for when disaster strips the 
prospect of success from Hawkins, de- 
stroys most of his vessels, and dis- 
perses the human remnants of his 
command, the theme of expedition and 
strong leader yields to that of indi- 
vidual and the struggle for survival. 

When Drake in the Judith and 
Hawkins in the Minion limped in that 
order into English ports, they and

Carl Orff’s ‘Carmina Burana” 
was presented for the first time 
in St. Louis at St. Lonis Sym- 
phony concerts given Saturday 
night and yestefday afternoon in 
Kiel Auditorium under the direc- 
tion of Edouard Van Remoortel. 
Both performances were enthu- 
siastically received 

The chorus, consisting of the 
Legend Singers and the Sumner 
High School a capella choir, was 
well co-ordinated with the or- 
chestra and played a major part 
in projecting the brightness and 
fervor of the music. 

The songs in the series 
were selected from Thirteenth 
Century manuscripts, written in 
Latin and regional dialects and 
found in a Bavarian monastery 
at the beginning of the Nine- 
teenth Century. Scholars attrib- 
uted their authorship to wander- 
ing minstrels known as goliards, 
who gathered in taverns and 
celebrated the earthly pleasures 

The composer's treatment of 
the verses is sensational, but ir 
a strict rather than a loose 
sense. With simple melodies and 
strong repetitive rhythms he ap- 
peals directly to the senses and 
in accordance with his concep- 
tion of ideal music makes no 
use of counterpoint, complexi- 
ties of harmony; modulation or 
development 

Within these narrow limits he 
manages to encompass a vari- 
ety of effects ranging in esthetic 
quality from shouts like a col- 
lege yell through cascades of 
laughter, amorous sighs and ex- 
pressions of delight in nature, to 
hymns in praise of the goddess 
of fortune. 

The music in “Carmina Bu- 
tana’ is not the kind that will 
haunt your dreams or your 
memories; but those exposed to 
it directly will feel it 

The chorus, after moving 
somewhat warily through the 
first section, became wholly re- 
sponsive to the changing moods 
of the verses. The male singers 
provided the thrust that gave 
such a strong impact to the 
large choral numbers. The so- 
pranos and altos, however, pro- 
duced an interesting composite 
tone and the ensemble, whether 
singing as a whole or in several 
parts, projected the rhythmic 
patterns with an ever alert vi- 
tality.

'162—Rise in Younger

The number of new, active 
cases of tuberculosis reported in 
St. Louis county rose from 113 in 
1959 to 162 in 1960, the Tubercu- 
losis and Health Society of St. 
Louis reported today. 

The figures were contained in 
the annual report of the St. Louis 
County Health Department, 
which was released to the soci- 
ety by Assistant County Health 
Commissioner Dr. John C. Mur- 
phy. 

The number of new, 
cases reported among persons 
15 years old or older rose from 
93 in 1959 to 119 last year, Dr. 
Murphy said. The increase for 
those under 15 was from 13 to 37. 

| Dr. Murphy noted that the 
number of cases in the under-15 
bracket more than doubled last 
year. “This was an age group 
we believed to be fairly free of 
the disease,’’ he said. 


The commissioner said there 
was no “‘concrete evidence” ex- 
plaining the increase in active 
cases of the disease. 

“This increase should under- 
score to the public the fact that 
the disease is a long way from 
being conquered. We must not 
adopt an apathetic attitude to- 
ward tuberculosis. or we will 
lose the ground that has already 
been gained,"’ he declared.

DIED IN ARIZONA 


Former Missouri Attorney 
General Practiced Law 
Here Before Retirement.

Roy McKittrick, attorney gen- 
eral of Missouri from 1933 to 
1945, died at St. Joseph’s Hospi- 
|tal in Phoenix, Ariz., following 
a cerebral hemorrhage yester- 
‘day. He was 73 years old. 

He was a major figure in state 
Democratic politics for more 


than 20 years, having also served 
as state senator before election 
as attorney general. He unsuc- 
cessfully sought the office of 
lInited States Senator in 1944, 
and governor in 1948 

| He retired to Phoenix in 1957, 
after practicing law in St. Louis 
for several years. 


Although told by the late Boss 
T. J. Pendergast of Kansas City, 
who had supported him in his 
1932 campaign, to “go along” 
with the notorious O’Malley com- 
promise of Missouri fire insur- 
ance rate litigation in 1935. Mr. 
McKittrick filed ouster suits 
against 123 stock fire insurance 
companies in 1939, following ex- 
posure of bribery that led to 
the compromise. 

The cases were finally settled 
in 1946, when the Missouri Su- 
preme Court fined the companies 
a total of $2,090,000 on a finding 
that they had knowledge of and 
participated in the bribery and 
collusion 

Mr. McKittrick also later per- 
suaded federal officials to insti- 
tute an inquiry which resulted 
in the indictment of 198 fire in- 
surance companies at Atlanta, 
Ga., under the Sherman anti- 
trust law.

Other Lands

REMEMBER WHEN PIZZA 
and lasagne were so unusual 
that they were discussed almost 
as much as the weather? Every- 
one to whom you talked knew 
of a little restaurant you simply 
must try where the pizza was 
beyond compare, or had a fav- 
orite recipe for making it at 
home. This was not too many 
years ago—near the end of 
World War II, to be exact. 

The reason for this country- 
wide enthusiam for Italian 
foods was simple. Service men 
returning from overseas brought 
with them happy memories of 
these dishes and were anxious 
to share their new taste experi- 
ences with friends. 

There was much discussion in 
food circles as to whether this 
interest in foreign foods would 
last. Was this just a fad that 
would soon be forgotten? Time 
alone would tell. 

Time did indeed gell. Pizza 
and lasagne are no longer nov- 
elties; today they are almost as 
widely accepted as hamburgers 
and hot dogs. They merely 
stimulated a constantly growing 
interest in the dishes of other 
lands. 

Americans have discovered 
that seasonings and combina- 
tions unfamiliar to them are not 
necessarily too exotic for their 
tastes. As they have become 
more poltically and socially con- 
scious of far away places with 
strange names, they have be- 
come more willing to broaden 
their food horizons. 

Interest has not lessened in 
Italian foods but it has extended 
to that of other countries—par- 
ticularly Hawaii, the Far East 
and South-of-the-Border. 


True, many of the recipes 
used in this country are not 
authentic; they have been 
modified because of availabil- 
ity of ingredients and differ- 
ences in tastes but they have 
lost none of their interest 
through this modification. 


For instance, this recipe for 
Potatoes Italiano. makes no 
claim to authenticity, but it is 
made with Continental ingredi- 
ents and will please those who 
enjoy the seasonings in pizza. 
Try it for your Saturday night 
Supper crowd. 


Potatoes Italiano. 

One pound mild Italian sau- 
sage, cut into small pieces. 

One medium-sized onion, thinly 
sliced.

NEW YORK, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
_ Agreement on a new work pact 
today ended a two-week-old har- 


bor strike that caused a railroad

| Striking unions announced 
shortly after noon that the set- 
tlement had been ratified by a 
\vote of 262 to 2. 

| Mediators, including President 
Kennedy’s new Secretary of La- 
bor, Arthur J. Goldberg, met in 
a l<-hour session that ended with 
the announcement of a settle- 
ment this morning. 

The strike of railroad tug and 
‘ferry boat workers against 11 
‘railroads that operate service 
'in New York harbor had crip- 
pled the city’s commuter trans- 
portation. 


The walkout of the 664 workers 
in three marine unions on Jan. 
'10 had also virtually shut down 

the New York Central and the 
New Haven Railroads. 


| Plans for Operation. 


Both roads said they hoped to 
get back into operation by to- 
morrow morning. 

(A spokesman for the New 


. 


York Central said freight serv- 


ice in and out of St. Louis would 
resume today and passenger 
service probably tomorrow.) 

The settlement was announced 
by Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
at his Manhattan office. 


Goldberg called the settlement 
“fair, decent and honorable.” 


Both Mayor Robert F. Wagner 
and Rockefeller, who had in- 
vited Goldberg to attend the ses- 
sions, praised the new Labor 
Secretary for his contribution to 
the settlement. 


Goldberg flew to New York 
less than 24 hours after he had 
been sworn into Kennedy’s Cabi- 
net. 


Key Is Job Security. 

The key to the settlement was 
an agreement to postpone the 
issue of job security. The unions 
had asked to have present tug 
crews remain unchanged. Opera- 
tors wanted any new contract to 
state that management had the 
right to decide the number of 
men needed. 

Both sides finally agreed to 
defer any decision until next De- 
cember when a White House 
study on railroad manning prob- 
lems is completed. The com- 
mission, headed by former Sec- 
retary of Labor James P. Mitch- 
ell, was appointed by former 
President Eisenhower. 

The New Haven, which carries 
about 30,000 commuters daily, 
was shut down entirely in New 
York City.

JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector, 
Jan. 23 (AP)—The remains. of 
an Israelite settlement dating 
back to the Seventh or Sixth 
Century B.C. have been exca- 
vated by a Hebrew university 
archeological mission near En 
Gedi on the western shores of 
the Dead Sea.

_tlement was founded by Josiah, 


king of Judah, who ascended to 
the throne about 638 B.C., at the 
age of eight. It seems to have 
been razed by Edomites at the 
time of the destruction of the 
first Jewish temple in 586 B.C. 

Found at the site were the re- 
mains of a fortress built later 


and burned at the time of the 
destruction of the second Jewish 


| temple in 70 A.D. 


The expedition, headed by 
Prof. Benyamin Mazar, un- 
earthed at the same site traces 
of a settlement belonging to a 
still later period—probably that 
of Romans or Byzantines. Dig- 
gings in the region are con- 
tinuing.

THE ROMAN fashion presen- 
tations for spring 1961, shown 
here earlier this month, included 
some evening clothes guaranteed 
to bewitch and bewilder men. 

Three noted designers of night- 
time flattery—Fontana, Garnett 
and Gattinoni — exercised their 
talents on bal] gowns in the final 
showings here before buyers and 
fashion writers boarded trains 
for Florence. 

Fontana did princess shapes 
in coats and costumes. They had 
an unbroken line and flaring 
skirts. She also fooled around 
with leather. There was a white 
glace cocktail dress, long-torsoed 
and double-flounced at the hem, 
not to mention a gold lame 
leather shirtdress. 

For evening, Fontana made a 
group of black dresses that were 
sheaths with fringe trimming. 
The Caressa hats worn with 
them looked like Cleopatra’s wig.

Hotel Shoeshines, 
The American Way 


LONDON, Jan. 23. 

AL CAPP, the cartoontst, was in London recently doing 
@me television programs, and we got into a discussion with 
him on the new trend of Americans building American hotels 
in Europe, particularly in London. 

Mr. Capp thought it was 
a very good: thing—with 
some reservations. “I have 
no objection,”’ he said, ‘‘to 
American billionaires 
building Taj Mahals to 
give food and shelter to 
the homeless rich of the 
world. But, having spent 
half my life in American 
hotels, I feel that certain 
American hotel customs 
will come along with them 
and Europeans should be 
prepared for them. 

“For instance, getting 
your shoes shined in a Lon- 
don hotel can be a very 
stodgy affair. You simply 
leave them outside your 
hotel room at night and in 
the morning you find them 
shined. There's certainly 
very little suspense in that. 

“But if you want a real thrill, try leaving your shoes 
Outside an American hotel room at night. The chances are 
you'll never find them again, and the chances are even the 
FBI will never find the second-hand-shoe mob that stole them. 

“If you're staying at an American luxury hotel, one which 
provides you with the luxury of a combination receptionist and 
ermed house detective, and you make the mistake of putting 
: out your shoes in the evening this is what will happen: 
“Your door will be pounded vigorously, and there the 
house detective will be. He will fling your shoes hack into the 
room and will give you an insulting but valuable lecture about 
being such an idiot as to leave valuable possessions unpro- 
tected from the type of clientele that roam the corridors of a 
huxury hotel.

“The way to get your shoes shined in an American 
luxury hotel is like this. You phone for the bellhop. 
The American bellhop is not to be confused with the

boy who springs to respectful attention and says: ‘What 
can I do for you—sir?’ An American bellhop is a sophis- 
ticated, world-weary, middle-aged executive with in- 
come-tax problems, who says: ‘What's on your mind, 


Mac?’ 


“The fee for simply summoning one of these busy and 
wealthy men is 50 cents. You gave him this just to appease 
him and take care of his valuable time to reach your room. 
Now you're even. You owe him nothing more, until you speak 


to him. 

“Suppose you say to him: ‘Any chance of getting these 
shoes shined?’ You must look embarrassed when you ask the 
question, as it’s obvious to him that you've forgotten your 
do-it-yourself kit, and to this overburdened executive who 
doesn't have time to pamper the whim of a guest, certainly a 
guest he didn’t invite, there is nothing as stupid as a man who 
would ask a bellhop if he could get his shoes shined. 

“The reply to your ridiculous question is: ‘Well, it will 
take time.’ 

“Your expected reply to his reply is to give him a dollar. 

“Now this softens him, but it doesn’t move him. He has 
not yet taken your shoes. You're still standing there holding 
them like a fool. 

“He says: ‘I'll bring it all the way down to the barber 
shop and see if the shine boy has a free appointment to do it. 
You didn’t make an appointment, did you?’ 

“You're nonplussed and admit that the first you thought 
of it was when you called the bellhop. 


“The bellhop looks at you with disgust. After all, 
the shoeshine boy in a luxury hotel is also a busy 
executive with income-tax problems, and he can’t be 
expected to just drop his racing form because a guest 
did not first ascertain whether he could spare the time 
—or wants to—to shine a guest’s shoes. 


“Then you give another dollar to the bellhop to give to 
the shoeshine boy. Now you're out $2.50 and you have no 
shoes. , 

“But there is a bright spot in this black picture which I 
have just painted. If for some reason the bootblack cannot 
shine your shoes and the bellhop brings them back—all is not 
lost. This is because every American luxury hotel is prepared 
for such a situation and they all have shoe stores right on 
the premises. 

‘By simply giving the bellhop your size and another dollar, 
he will go down to the shoe shop and buy a brand new pair for 
you which, to save you bother, can be charged on the bill. 

“You see, American luxury hotels, giving the service they 
do. do not make their profit on the rooms or the food. They 
al] make it from selling shoes.”

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Missionary to Boat People in Hong Kong

HONG KONG, Jan. 23. 


IT WAS INCONCEIVABLE that 
somewhere in the maze of 
junks and sampans of Hong 
Kong harbor, aboard which more 
than 100,000 boat-people live, a 
white woman had established a 
medical-gospel mission. 

But it was true. Aboard the 
blue-hulled, double-storied Chung 
Kwong, or Faithful Light, in its 
modern white dispensary, I found 
Ethel Groce of St. Louis, medi- 
cal-missionary of the Orental 
Boat Missions. At my entrance 
she had a hammer-lock on the 
head of a howling Chinese wom- 
an, who was about to lose a huge 
molar with a big cavity. 

“Yes, I'm a dentist, too!" Miss 
Groce. said. ‘I never thought 
when I was specializing in ob- 
stetrics at Presbyterian Hos- 
pital in Chicago that I'd be called 
pon to vank teeth. Well, one 
lives and learns.’’ 

She took a stronger grip and 
started tugging again. ‘Make 
yourself at home, and I'll be with 
you shortly.”’ 

I wandered out to the open deck 
in the bow of the Faithful Light, 
and through the open windows of 
the adjoining school-boat, the 
Proclaiming Light, I saw the 
crowded classroom of young chil- 
dren lustily singing a nursery 
jingle in Chinese. They were led 
by a dark-haired American man 
blowing upon a shiny trumpet, the 
valves seemingly manipulated by 
a small monkey, a clever pup- 
pet-glove he had slipped over his 
hand 

A few minutes later Miss 
Groce called to me from the 
open doorway of the upper living 
room of the houseboat, reached 
by a ladder-stairway from the 


deck. ‘We'll be more comfortable 
‘ up here,” 


she said. 

Ascending, closer, I saw that 
her once immaculate white uni- 
form was spattered with blood; 
there was a trace of weariness 
in her face. 

“IT had over 50 patients this 
morning, running the gamut from 
a splinter in a big-toe to spinal 
meningitis,’ she said. ‘‘Of course, 
I have to send th® major cases 


to the Hong Kong government | 


clinic in Kowloon.”’ 

Ethe! Groce is a slender woman 
of medium height, who looks 
younger than her 50 vears. Her 
skin is smooth, the eyes behind 
the glasses serene, the mouth 
gentle, the jaw strong. The qual- 
ity that impresses one about this 
medical-missionary is that here 
is a woman who has found a 
fully rewarding career, to which 
she can give complete dedica- 
tion. 

While she changed her uniform, 
I inspected the upper quarters: 
two modern bedrooms. with 
brightly tinted walls, a kitchen 
with gay curtains fluttering at 
the windows and a large living 
room with rattan furniture. 

‘The keel of this houseboat was 
laid April 1, 1957," Miss Groce 
said. ‘‘The money to build it came 
from all over America. We didn’t 
solicit directly, we just prayed 
hard, and somehow the money 
came in—$10,000 in all. The boat 
was constructed here in the Kow- 
loon shipyard, and was launched 
June 29, 1957. What a happy day 
that was! We had been so 
cramped and uncomfortable 
sleeping on the floor of that old 
school houseboat alongside.”’ 

Ethel settled herself on the 
couch. “Well, I know you want 
to find out why I came to China 
as a medical-missionary. I was 
born in St. Louis in 1909, the 
daughter of a farmer, and in my 
early teens I had my heart set 
on becoming a country school 
teacher. When I was 18, I de- 
cided to do missionary work—in 
India. Bible study was a requi- 
site, of course, but I felt I should 
take up medicine, which I did— 
obstetrics at Presbyterian Hos- 
pital in Chicago. With the in- 
fant mortality in India I decided 
it would be valuable knowledge. 

“No, I never got to India. I 
was sent by the Oriental Boat 
Missions to a leper colony in 
Tsing Yuen, in the Province of 
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ETHEL GROCE chats with a Chinese pastor on her houseboat in Hong Kong harbor, where she serves as a medical 


Kwangtung, outside Canton. I 
arrived there early in 1938. 
I was in China, where former 
classmates of mine, John and 
Betty Stamm, had been cap- 
tured in North China by bandits 
and beheaded. 

“A few years later, in 1941, 
the Japanese occupied Canton. 
In October of that year I re- 
ceived an urgent call to report 
for work at Presbyterian Hos- 
pital in Lin Shien, about 150 
miles northwest of Canton in 
Free China. 


“The Japanese commander 
refused to permit me to cross 
the bridge out of Canton. I de- 
fied him, and at 8 a.m., Oct. 
28, I marched across holding 
to the hand of a 3-year-old or- 
phan Chinese boy and a 14- 
year-old student, with my guide 
and carriers following behind. 
The Japanese soldiers on the 
far end of the bridge had ord- 
ers to shoot us. Why they didn’t 
is a miracle. Perhaps | had a 
psychological advantage, 
coupled with heavenly protec- 
tion. I was praying hard every 
step of the way across that 
bridge. 

“We finally reached Lin Shien 
three weeks later. Japanese 
planes flew over the hospital 
daily, and many times the pa- 
tients had to be carried off to

I worked at this hospital until - 


June 1944, and then was ordered 
back to America ending my first 
seven-vear term in China. 


“Two years later, in July of 


1946, I was back in Hong Kong, 


on my way to Canton. There I |

THIS HAS BEEN an open 
winter, with days that are cold 
and clear and days that are 
warm and cloudy. Often on these 
latter days the mist hangs so 
low over our valley that it ob- 
scures the hills surrounding us. 
Sometimes this mist is a fluffy 
cotton-wool that we know will 
burn a@way as morming goes 
along—and sometimes it is heavy 
as rain so that every bare twig 
and brown weed drips moisture. 
On all such mornings, however, 
the low clouds serve as a sound- 
ing board for the noises of the 
awakening countryside; roosters 
crowing in the distance, a neigh- 
bor calling his cows, a tractor 
Starting up. 

Despite these cloudy days the 
winter has been unusually dry. 
There was a spell of 10 days 
when it was possible to plow—a 
very unusual thing for January. 
And in many barniots we would 
see the loaders and manure 
spreaders busy, as load after 
load of fertilizer went out from 
the barns to the fields. Long 
ago we noted that the farmers 
who make the most of every 
such opportunity and never let 
a day go by without taking 
advantage of it are the ones 
who are always “caught up.” 
Their oats are in early to grow 
in the cool, moist spring weath- 
er; their corn ground is ready 
and mellow when planting time 
comes; their hay goes into the 
barns in prime condition and is 
never over-ripe. 


There is one thing that we 
do notice about farmers now- 
adays, however. Once or twice 
lately I’ve driven down our 
highway on these cloudy morn- 
ings along about 6:40 when it 
was still so dark there was no 
trace of light showing above 
the “‘low gaps” on old Buford. 
In the two-mile journey to 
Belleview I pass perhaps 15 
farmsteads and in no more 
than four or five houses is 
there any light showing. It 
seems from the evidence at 
hand that farmers do not get 
up as early as they used to, 
at least in winter, 


One reason for this is that wg 
have no dairy farmers in the 
valley and that even the family 
cow is going out of style. Work 
in the fields hasn't started in 
earnest and most of the chores

virtuous, at any rate, to know 
We are among the early risers. 

There is no doubt, though, that 
the pattern of country life is 
changing year by year. You can 
go weeks, nowadays, without 
ever hearing the clarion call of 
chanticleer greeting the dawn; 
yet when we came here 15 years 
ago, we could step out on the 
terrace before sunrise and count 
a dozen flocks including our 
own by the crowing of roosters. 
These poor fellows are, in fact, 
a drug on the market nowadays. 
The poultryman with a com- 
mercial flock of 3000 or more 
laying hens doesn’t want any 
male birds. Success depends 
on a high production of infertile 
eggs; and the introduction of 
roosters into the flock doesn’t 
even produce contented hens with 
a higher rate of egg production. 
Farm wives with a dozen or two 
hens are more apt to tolerate 
a rooster; yet his only true use- 
fulness is for the producer of 
fertile eggs for the baby chick 
hatchery. In spite of his being 
in such general low repute, to 
have baby chicks you need a 
father. 

This business of keeping a few 
chickens for family eggs on the 
farm is something of a problem. 
Our own consumption is little 
more than a dozen a week, while 
even 12 pullets from a good 
laying strain will turn out five 
times that many. This is hardly 
enough to go into the egg busi- 
ness, vet just enough to help 
boost the farm crop surplus.

MOLNER: After lifting things for several 
hours, I developed an ache in the middle of my back and also 
at the top of my thighs.

She wants to know 
what should she do? Whose advice is she to take? 
What makes her back keep on aching? 

I know what I’d do if it were my back, but I'd 
prefer to tell WHY I’d do it, and that calls for some 
explanation of the back, how it works and how it gets 
hurt. 

We think of the back as being broad and strong. 
We would be better off to change our attitude and 
realize that the back is a very complex collection of 
small parts which, individually, can be damaged and 
cause pain, 
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It is by no means necessary to be in an accident to injure 
some part of the. back. Indeed, lifting; especially if you are 
in a twisted or awkward position while doing so, is perhaps 
the thing most apt to strain a muscle and develop a chronic 
bacKache. 

There is no single muscle in the back that is comparable 
in size and strength with some of the powerful ones in the legs. 

True, a fracture can be painful, but I would be reluctant 
to blame the healed coccyx that Mrs. E. V. mentions for her 
trouble. Healed fractures usually do not cause pain. I had a 
taste of that myself; an X-ray showed one which apparently 
was caused by a skating accident years ago. But it had nothing 
to do with my backache. 
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Occasional possibilities are such things as tuberculosis, 
trichinosis, undulant fever, etc: And, of course, irritation of 
the sacroiliac joint can cause low mic-back pain. | 

I still haven’t mentioned what I'd do with a backache like 
Mrs." E. V.’s, but I will tomorrow. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: My gir! friend uses rubbing alcohol 
for her skin blemishes. Is this good? I have heard of several 
people doing it. S. F. 

Some blemishes can be due to bacteria, and since 
rubbing alcohol is about 70 per cent alcohol it is a good 


antiseptic. Hence I see no objection to using it. It may 
tend to dry the skin a bit, however..
